ABOUT- helí-pest two o'clock on Saturday a loud report of a 
musket was heard in the encampment of the Military rain on 
Woolwich-common, when it was discover! that a sergeant of the 
corps named William B.mns, of No. 23 troop, had committed 
suicide. No reason can be assigned for the resh act other than that 
he bad been somewhat addicted to intemperance and bad been treated 
for delirium tremens. It likewise appears that he bad been recently 
in charge of the camp recreation-room, and bad been removed in 
medical charge. He was at that time puc under stoppsges for debt 
Since his return from hospital his habits were remarkably ab- 
stemious, and his friends entertained hopes of bis thorough rejor- 
mation. On Saturday morning, at a quarter past six o'clock, he 
proceeded on duty, and returned at one pm, at which hour he dined 
with bis brother sergeants at their mess, and was in good health 
and spirite. After cinner he took a single glass of porter at the 
canteen, and on his return to barracka he found Mre. Driscoll, the 
wife of one of the privates there, who hed brought home the 
men's washing, and cffered to agstet ber in allotting each man’s to 
its proper place «n the beds This she declined, stating that he 
sl~vaye misled her. Ho then disappeared nnnoticed into a small 
spartment at the end of the room called the bath-room, loaded one 
d the men's carbines, and shot bimself through the head by point- 
ing the muzzle in his month. Death was instantaneous. Officers 
Sud wen rcshed to the spot on hearing the report, but assistance 
was of no avail. The unfortunate man bore a good character in 
the regiment. He joined the Military Train in 1857 as a volunteer 
from the 10th Hussars, and was nearly twenty-two years in the 
army. He was unmarried. 


Ara late hour on Saturday evening s very distressing ac ident 
occurred near to Shardlow, seven miles from Derby, by which two 
lives were sacrificed. It appears that, on Saturday moming ba, 
Mr. Samuel Thompson (ot the firm of Thompson end ryer, 
builders, Derby) proceeded to Shardlow in his Whitechapel cart, 
Tor the purpore of paying his workmen, who were engaged iu the 
ereotion of & new brewery at that place. Mr. Thompson remained 
at Shardlow throughont the day, and in the afternoon fished in the 
‘Trent, slong with a friend. He left Shardiow about nine o'clock 
on Baturday evening, being accompanied by bis foreman, Mr 

Dickinson, and neither party was seen again alive. About ten 
o'clock the ssme evening one of Lord Harrington's gamekeepers 
was going his rounds, three quarters of & mile on the Derby side of 
Shardlow, when he heard s crasb. Fle proceeded across the fields, 
and on going up the turnpike road he found the lifeless bodies of 
Mr Thompson and Mr. Dickinson lying side by side, and close to 
the Whitechapel cart, which was roared up, the borse and shafts 
being missing. There appeared no doubt that the shafts o! the cart 
*' snapped ” asunder, and that the poor fellows were thrown cut of 
tho carte with such violence that their necks were dislocated. The 
keeper raised an alarm, end a county policeman and others came to 
his assistance, when the bodies were carried to the Rose and Crown 
Inn, Shardlow. Mr. Thompson leaves a witow and four children ; 
and hie foreman also leaves a widow and a large family After the 
accident, the horse, with the broken shafts attached to it, galloped 
aa fer as the village of Alvaaton, three miles from Derby, and 
pulled up in front of the Harrington Arma Inn. The landlord went 
out of the house, and on seeing the animal be took the sbafts from 
it and pat a man on his back, who galloped along the road in the 
S rooien ot Shardlow to see whst had ocourred.—Manchester

I there met two women, 
and was to them, when Abd-el-Kader-ben-Taar 
accosted me. The women asked me why I was nearly white, while 


he waa black, and X replied that in Africa there were black fathers 
and white mothers. A ebarpshooter, who in passing had heard 
what we said, remarked to the women as he pointed at Abd-el- 
Kader, that in our country negroes were bought and sold for money. 
Abd-el-Kader, incensed at thia remark, vented his anger on me. 
He struck me repeatedly till I fell, and while ander his feet I drew 
my bayonet and struck him ss he stooped over me.” When asked 
by the president whether he intended to kill his comrade, the pri- 
soner replied that he was furious at having been insulted and 
thrown down in the presence of women, and that he thought only 
of avenging the outrage. He "n regrotted what he bad done, 
as he had never bad any quarzel with Abd-el-Kader, and did not 
even know him. After hearing a number ot witgesses and counsel 
for the prisoner, tho tribune! declared bim guilty of wilfully wound- 
ing, bat without fatest to kill, and condemned him to five years’ 
imprisonment —G@adignani.

A Mr. Keitt, of South Carolina (not Lawrence M., he having been 
killed by s loyal builet at Fort Wagner), approached the President, 
and informed him that ho desired a perdon, * What have you done?’ 
asked Mr. Johnson. ‘1 opposed ball my State decided 
to go out of the Union, and, I determined to go with it. I never 
joined the army. I did to brig on the rebellion,’ was the 
reply. ‘You,’ rej xined the President, ‘are like all the rest; you do 


| nothing Now,’ bo added, ‘my experience iw, that the men who 


didn't join the rebel army, but who acquiesced in rebellion, were tho 
most mischievous avd dangerens men we had. I cannot pardon 
you, sir? Mr. Keitt made sevoral other efforts. Among other 
things he reminded the l'iesident that he had come all the way from 
Bonth Oarolina, and bad been ia Washington some time; thet hotel 
liviug bere was very high, and that altogetber his daily expenses 
were extravagantly large, an’ that he would like to gel away LE 
soon as he could go. Tho President responded that the hardship 
of which ho complained were tha direct results of the rebellion; 
| that he did not bring on, or covtribute to bring on, the rebellion ; 
that he was not resp nsible for and could not extricate Mr Keitt 
from the difficulties he complained of, por hasten his pardon on 
| account of them. The President was firm. His answer was a 
fi: slity. Exit Keitt. IA Mr. Bircb, mewher of the late rebel legiala- 
turo of Virginia, next approached the President and applied 
for a pardon. Similar questions were put to him by the Pre- 
sident as were asked Mr. Keitt. From the answers it 
appeared that Birch did nothing, only, as & member of the Virginia 
legislature, in obed!ence to instructions, he voted that Virginia 
should secedo from the Union of the United States. That was ali 
he did ; that was—' nothing’ The President refused to pardon him.

He is named Robert Dyer, aged forty-six, and now acts as a 
atsble helper, though he has been previously in comfortable circum- 
stances, and now looks respectable beyond his calling. Of late he 
has led & very dissipated life, and is no stranger to the Brighton 
bench From the statement of Superintendent Breach and the evi- 
dence of the police-constable, it appeared that on Sunday, about 
midnight, Police-constsble Standing, ot the Hove polloe, visited the 
inows in Waterloo-street, and particularly a lamber-shed there, into 
which he had seen the prisoner go about eleven o'clock. On open- 
ing the door, and throwing the light of his lamp into the baild- 
‘ug, he saw a woman lying olose to the door, with her olothes 
thrown up over her body. The lower part of her abdomen 
and her thighe were covered with blood and dirt, and her 
ace was begrimed as if a mock moustache had been mado 
vith soot, or some colouring matter. He heard her give three or 
four moans. A fow yards further in the shed the prisoner was lying 
n the ground in a heavy drunken sleep. The constable called a 
llow-policoman, who sent for Dr. Bacon Phillips, but that gentle- 
inan on his arrival pronounced the woman to be desd, which 
pinion was corroborated by Mr. Joseph Dixon, surgeon. Dyer 
‘vas then awakened au! taken into oustody. He seemed startled 
ind frightened, and protested with apparent sincerity that he knew 
iothing of how deceased come there. Meanwhile the body had 
nan removed to the Hove deadhouse, and was identified as that of 
"ary Farley, who bad of late years been getting her living as a 
usr woman, bat who was the wife of a foreman carpenter employed 
n the Wick estate, and who had maintained her in comfort till her 
ussipation rendered a separation necessary. Since that took place 
»ho has been leading & loose, intemperate life. On Saturday she 
was seen by the police and others drinking at public houses with 
different men, and between eleven and twelve (after prisoner had 
heen seen by Standing to enter the shed) she was noticed outside 
tho mews helplessly intoxicated and rolling about on the ground. 
Her position when found in the shed was such that if prisoner iad 
vutered after her he must have stumbled over her as she lay. These 
acts having been proved, Superintendent Breach applied lor & re- 
nand, which was granted ‘T'he coroner for the eastern division of 
the county (Mr. J. L. Fullagar) having been notified of the occur- 
rence, ordered a post-mortem examination, which was made by the 
medical gentleman already named, and an inquest was held at the 
Tove Town Hall. The evidenco went to show that deceased had 
been drinking heavily during the evening, and was seen about 
eleven o'clock in a beer-shop near the mows beastly drunk, and 
wiih her face blackened. About five minutes to twelve a laundreas 
who was pasting the shed beard the voice of a men, which, 
she said, she reooguised as Dyers, tell decsased to “got out 
Of here.”

which was found in the prisoner's desk af'or his apprehension. In 
order to carry out the fraud the prisoner took possession of £1,600 
in bank-notes, and then made entries into his day beok of having 
paid two cheques amounting together to that sum, though in troth 
no such cheques had ever beon drawn or paid. The bank-notes so 
procared must bave been traced to the prieoner, but to prevent that 
he paid them back again into th» bank ju & fictitious name, and 
made a fictitious entry of the trausactio_, receiving in return £1 600 
in gold. 

Mr. Richard Martin, of 16, Jonu-strast, Centchedfriars, cork mer- 
chant, gaid he kept both a deposit aud a current account with the 
Bavk of London. and that on the 8:b of November last he had

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TAE CONTINENTAL TOURIST.—OSTEND. 


We are thie week almost espsolally devoting our illustrations to 
summer excursions ; for almost everybody being “ out of town,” we 
bave a difficulty in finding home subjects. On the pages before ug 
we give four views in connexion with an excursion to Ostend. We 
need not describe the journey from London, and the views to be 


obtained prior to reaching Ramegate; but we will at once on board 
the steam-vessel, which is fast and powerful; and if our readers 
an me themselves steaming out from the piers at Ramagate, all 

e better. 

The ''Ostenders" sail every morning, and ordinarily make the 
voyage in four hours and e half. The pssesge is a delightful one. 
On leaving Ramsgate the first great object of interest is the “ Good- 
‘oy m cae end terrible sand which orosses the mouth of the 
bay f. by the Forelands, as & s'ring does that of a bow. Its 
presence is indicated by three light ships—one, whioh the boat 
passes, called the “ North Sand Head,” or, in sailors’ language, 
* Norsaned,” bearing three lights; a second, opposite Deal, called 
the “Gull,” bearing two lights; end a third, in front of Bt. Mar- 
garet’s Cliff, called the “South Sand Head,” bearing & single light. 
In foggy weather, when these lights are not distinguishable, gongs 
are sounded every five minutes, and cannon fired every quarter of 
an hour. The lights on the North Foreland, Rat and Margate 
piers, and the double lights of the South Foreland, complete these 
benevolsni arrangements. A few miles beyond the sand, the sea as- 
sumes the deep blue colour which indicates the presence of deep 
water. The bost now orosses the great ship track of the British 
Ohsvnel; veesels of all nations are in sight—the Rossisn, with his 
whitened sides; the Yankee, with his crowd of canvas; the Dutch 
all gallantly under weigh. But for one foreigner, a hundred English

On reaching the custom-house pier, we have only to walk round 
the splendid ‘Bassin de Oommeroe," constructed by Louis Napo- 
leon, and we are at once received by an elegant railway station, 
when we are informed that we may go to Bruges, Ghent, Ocurtray, 
Lille; or, by way of Malines, to Antwerp or Brussels; and then 
“gli over the world;” but it we have only one night to spend 
“abroad,” that & train at seven o'olook in the evening will oarry us 
in half an hour to Bruges, and in less than hour to Ghent. 

The hotele sre clean, commodious, and well served. The finest 
is the Hotel de l'Allemagne, the Hotel de la Couronne, and the Hotel 
du Ohemin de Fer, opposile the railway station, and kept by an 
Englishman. 

The town of Ostend is well built, the streets are wide, and cross 
each other at right angles; but its distinguishing feature is found 
in lis fortifications. The ramparts are nearly three miles in ciroum- 
ference; ou the southern side, near the sea, they are ot eee 
strength ; the moats are triple, and bastions, mounds, redoubts 
are duplicated and reduplicated, till the utmost resources of Vaubsn's 


art a cag to be exhausted. As a fortress, Ostend forms tho first 
member of that great chain of defenoes which were intended to pro- 
teot Belgium on the side of France. The pesce-securing railway 
crosses these formidable works. 

Ostend endured, from 1601 to 1604, one of the most horrible 
sieges recorded iu history. For three years and a quarter the 
armies of “most Ohristian Spain” deprived it of the whole ‘' stay 
and staff of bread.” Fifty thousands of the besieged, and eighty 
thousands of the besigers, miserably perished. At length, by oome 
mand of the States General, the dying town opened its gates to the 
Spanish General Spinola, who, in his dig took all that his 
cannon had left—s heap of ruins.

I find you ‘lok, lonely, and 
starving, and L will treat you kindly, as I would the worst man 
in London under similar circumstances; I will judge you by your 
future conduct” The judgment was not favourable, aud Mr. 
M'Oree was induced to watch Mr. Moreton with extreme care and 
constantly increasing suspicion. Here we must transport our 
readers into the country. A good minister, the uncle of the pupil 
whom Mr. Moreton had been teaching and deceiving, came to 
London, heard his story, and took him off into Northamptonshire 
for the benefit of fresh air. Mr Moreton now flourished like a 
green bay tree. He grow stout; ho paid court t» a rich widow ; 
he ordred new clothes, bought new books, and made presents, all 
on the credit system. He also preached, and Northamptonshire 
peasants marvelled at his fluency and talent. Tho rector of the 
psrish shook hands with him; the branch committee of the Bible 
Society made him its secretary ; he was chosen as one of the officers 
of the local Literary Institution; he made speeches, he went to 
partica, and most of all, was immersed by a worthy brother of 
Btony Stratford, and preached & sermon on the occasion, which 
sermon he published.

-Eloquent sermons 
poured from his lips; he was sougbt by old m4 young; he stood 
on a lofty emiténce and smiled benignly on liis worshippers 
Then came his discomfiture and fall.

Fearful, 
probably, of Mr. M Oree'à antagonism, Mr. Moreton went into 
Yorkehire, where, under various false pretences and disguises, be 
victimized large numbers of Ohristian folk. He also married a 
widow, and then forsook ber, but not until he bad reduced the un- 
fortunate woman and her children to absolute want. 

In 1861 Mr. M'Oree heard of the vagaries of Mr. Moreton under 
another name, and resolved, as a duty to the Christian publio, to 
discover and expose him once more. He was told of a preacher 
whe was occupying the pulpit of a chapel not many yards from 
Holborn. “He was very clever indeed "—ao said report. “He was 
a convert from Popery "—s0 said rumour. ‘ He has been baptized 
by the Hon. and Rev. Baptist Noel "—80 said his friends “ What 

a his name?” “The Rev. J. J. Crouch, B.A.” “I should like to 
seo him," replied Mr. M'Oree. The pastor of the church for whom 
the new convert to Baptist principles had been ing scoord- 
ingly agreed to introduce Mr. M‘Oree to the neo; At the time 
the introduction took place Mr. Orouoh was eating grapes in the 
drawing-room of a newly-married couple. Behold! Orouoh was 
Moreton, snd Moreton was Orouch. A stormy scene followed. Mr. 
M'Oree exposed the impostor, who, with consummato coolness, de- 
nounced Mr. M‘Oree as a false accuser, and deslared that he had 
never before seen his face. The host censured Mr. M'Oree for in 

sulting his guest; the pastor exulted in the belief that Mr. M'Oree 
was mistaken, aud that his pulpit had not been defiled; and the 
lady fied from the room in dismay. Mr. M'Oree, however, stood 
his ground, and made a sofemn appeal to Crouch, alias Moreton, to 
confess his impostare, which at last he did by throwing himself at 
Mr. M'Oree's feet, acknowledging hie villany, and imploring par- 
don from the man he had just denounced. 

Soon after this exposure Mr. Moreton endeavoured to defraud Sir 
B M. Peto and others, but Mr. M Cree checkmated bim at every 
turn, and at length he resolved to emigrate to Australia. He did 
this ia a very characteristic fashion. By some dabious moans, pro- 
bably by forged documents—he became chaplain of the emigrant 
ship Boanerges, and set sail for the distant colony which hemceforth 
was to rejoice in his presence. On board the Boanerges, the ohap- 
lain soou displayed all the combined attributes of the Rev. Edward 
Alfred Moreton, M A., and the Rev. J.J. Orouch, B.A, and paid 
such un worthy attentions to the ladies, that the gentlemen tarred 
and feathered him. When he landed he obtained the office of tutor 
to a settler's children, resumed the garb, title, and profession of & 
clergyman, was “found guilty” of wrong-doing, became a * Baptist 
minister,” or nearly so, once more committed a fraud ou the bishop 
of the diocese, and was sentenced to prison for three months 

We thought, as we heard of these Australian exploits, that Eng- 
land would probably never see him again; but our bright hopes 
have been blighted. It would seem that Crouch-Moreton returned 
to England, became “ Brother Maurus,” of the Monastery, Norwiob, 
and is, if we mist&ke not, the monk whom Brother lgnatios oon- 
demned to stand for three hours with a broken sauoer on his head. 
Having left the monastery, he contrived to get some testimonials, 
went to Worcester, taking with him a iady named “Polly,” and 
was engaged as curate by the rector of St. Martin’s, Bat Orouoh-

TERRIBLE MURDER AT BEA. 

AT ha'f-past twelve o'clook, on Thursday morning week, the Nymph, 
of Montrose, was brought into Stonehaven harbour, with the dead 
body of the captain, who had been brutally murdered by the mate 
of the vessel—Andrew Brown—between five and «ix o'olook the 
previous evening, when off the Red Head, near Arbroath. The 
vessel left Montrose for London about one o'clack on Wednesda: 

afternoon week, with a crew of four men on board, consisting of the 
captain and mate, and two ordinary seamen, named respectively 
John Pert and Alex. Raeburn. Pert and Raeburn were both 
shipped at Montrose for the voyage, but they say that Brown, the 
alleged murderer, has bean about seven months with the vessel. 
Everything appeared to go on smoothly up to the time of the mar- 
der, and there appeared to be no distarbanoe or ill feeling bet ween 
the master and mate. The vessel was off the Red Head, and the 


P- | unfortunate viotim waa lying near the stern of the vessel Pert 


was bending over the tiller of the vessel and steering her, while 
Raeburn was forward engaged at some other duty, when the mur- 
derer came in stealthily behind Pert, and with an axe about four 
feet long made three fearful gathes on tho master’s head, before he 
could be arrested, killing him iostantanously. Pert we for a mo- 
ment stunned byjthe appalling event, but on recovering, he wrenched 
the axe from the murderer's hands aud threw it overboard. ‘Tho 
murderer's approach was also screened, it would appear, by the main- 
sail of the vessel, which was between him and Pert, but indeed t^ e 
afia'r appears to have been so sudden and unexpected, that it might 
have been perpetrated without sny shelter. Aftercommitting the deed, 
Brown raved and swore that he would kill them all; and on 
Raeburn attempting to go aloft to signal the Union, of Mon 
which was not far away from them, Brown threatened to kill him 
if he did not desist. On getting quieter, he said to them “that it 
was à good thing the axe was taken from him end thrown &way, 
else he might have murdered them both also.” The men gay he 
sl:o endeavoured to get them to agree with him to throw the body 
into the sea snd say it fell overboard, but they declined having any- 
thing to do with suoh & transaction. He then ordered them to 
clean away the blood about the deck, as he did not like to see it. 
He also epoke of throwing himself overboard, but that he wished 
to see his mother. Pert and Reeburn tried to steer the vessel for 
Montrose, bat Brown would not let them, and they then bore to 
the north, and when off Stonehaven, signalled for a pilot, to which 
Brown acquiesced, saying he would go in to see his mother, he, it, 
appears, being a native of this place. On the vessel coming into 
the barbour, Brown immediately set off home, where he was 
shortly after apprehended by the police and lodged in the lock-up. 
Singalarly enough, the pilot who went off to the vessel was an 
uncle of the murderer, and the first words he heard were from 
his néptiéów, who informed him that he had killed the captain 
The captain’s name is John Greig (the son of the owner of 
the vessel) belonging to Montrose. He was a slight-mad» 
man, apparently between twenty aud thirty years of age. Thore 
were three fearful gashes about his face and head several 
inches in length; one of them extends the whole length 
of his face on the right side, another crosses his forehead well upon 
the scalp, while a third comes down in a slanting direction from the 
left ear. His face, hands, and vest were smeared with blood. There 
ie little doubt but that the first blow had killed him, as ho lay 
stretched on his baok on the deck, on the right side of the rudder of 
the vessel, apparently as he had laid down to sleep, and as the un- 
timoly hand of death had found him. T'he alleged murderer, Brown, 
is algo a young man about the same age, but rather stouter than his 
victim, and unmarried, having & mother residing at Stonehaven. 
When arrested he made little or no resistance, and we understand 
simply and unconcernedly remarked—“ It wae me that did the 
deed, bat I have seen my mother, and hope I will see her again." 
Hie mother is a widow. It appears he is a violent, quarrelsome 
disposition, and when under the inflaenoce of drink acts like a per- 
fect madman. The two men on board who roported the above facts 
ep to be perfeotly sober. 

rown wes exemined at Stonehaven, in presence of Sheriff Dove 
Wilson, by the Procorator-Fiscal of Aberdeen and Mr. White, as- 
sistant prosecator for Forfarshiro. The prisoner, after being duly 
cautioned, made a clean breast of the matter, deacribing the manner 
in which he perpetrated the fearful deed, and hig motive for doing 
80. He was committed to Stonehaven prisoa in the meantime, until 
the opinion of the Orown counsel ia taken as to tho parties naviug 
jurisdiotion in the case.

ACCIDENT TO MAIL BAGS.--GREAT Desraucrion Oy LETTERS. 
—Her Majesty's mail came to grief at Wigan ou Satarday morn- 
ing, and in strenge fashion. Wigan is one of those places on tho 
route of the London and North-Western Railway Compsny which 
the Post-office authorities choose to treat cavalierly at certain 
periods of the day, and do not condescend to order the stoppage of 
tho mail train. ‘The letters are dropped and taken up—during the 
full career of the train—by mechsnioal applisnces; but the defect 
of these oa Saturday morning, or cf the manual labour necessary 
to guard them, produced a siogular accident. The bage from Wigan 
for the North had been slang in their accustomed position, prior to 
the mail coming up, and the Post-office officials were in waiting 
to receive those from the South intended for Wigan, when by some 
defeot in the mechanism or default of those in th» train, the long 
leathern envelope oontaining some half-dozen cifferent baga cf 
letters for distribution in the district, missed the catch, fell on it: 
line, was caught by the wheels of the carriage, and was cut, ripped, 
and slashed in & thousand directions. As may be oxpeoted the 
letters forming the freights were sadly mutilated and wg ied 
tattered envelopes, newspapers note-sheets, invoices, funeral 
cards, &o., being strewn along the line for a distance of a mile or 
two. Many hundred letters were recovered intact, but a vast quan- 
tity are so totally defaced and tern as to render either contents or 
address totally indecipherable,

EXOURSION BY WATLH FROM THE ISLE OF WIGHT 

TO SCOTLAND. 
Now that royalty has again departed for Scotland, tourists, excur- 
sionista, and sportsman will be wending thither from all directions 
—some by rail, and others by water. Let us be allowed to act as & 
brief guide while on board a steam excursion boat from Freshwater 
Bay, isle of Wight, to Loch Linnhe, iu Sootland. lf the reader 
will refer to pages 216 and 217, and will start from the bottom and 
follow the course throughout from right to left, there will be no 
difficulty in tracing the landmarks potted out curing the excar- 
sion. Tho reader at the same time will, perhaps recall the many 
historical facts end interesting anecdotes associated with each place, 
$0 that even this imaginary tripto them may be fraught with in- 
terest. 

Leaving Freshwater Bay, thon, the steamer immediately pro- 
ceeds down the Channel, running to Lizard Poizit, without catching 
more than & glimpse of the Portland Isles &nd tho castles of Sand- 
ford and Portland, which form the defences of the harbour of 
Weymonth, and a faint view of Start Point and the shore of Portle- 
mouth. Rounding the Lizard tho steamer takes a north-westerly 
course, and is soon off the Laud's Ed, where huge and rugged 
rocks, surmounted by & friendly ligbtz;ouse, forin à barrier against 
the terrific surf which washes ihia the extremo point of the western 
coast. 

Leaving the Land's Ead tho steamer now directs its course to the 
north, rote the Bristol Channel, and sighting St. Ann's Hus, 
off Milford. Tois point is too intercstiog in English history to faii 
to awaken the attention of the royal party. Lt was here that Henry, 
Earl of Bichmond, landed on his entorprive against Richard 111, an 
enterprise whose success put & termination io the loog enduring 
strife of the Houses of York snd L»ucastor; a strife ia whioh

tains in the neighbourhood of Carnarvon; while, approaching the 
sea, the picturesque town of Bacgor with a dis.out view of tho low 
towers of Beaumaris grace tho prospect to the west, and the broad 
expanse of ooean opens itself to the north Oaruarvon, as the 
birthplace of the first Prince of Wales, cannot fail to exctie much 
interest apart from its grand aud romantic soenery. It was hore 
that Edward I yielded to the demands of the fiorca Welsh mour- 
tatneers, and presented them, usys Seldon, with a prince * whc 
was a native of their own country, whoto character was irre- 
ponds and who, in fact, could sprak neither English vor 

rench.

Oa appro. uing 
Greenwich pier the steamer proceeded to pass buiween a 
schooner and a barge, which were lying at anchor off 
the hospital. ‘The captain gave the order, ‘Kase her," and 
then “Go on;" but the call-boy, instead of repeating the Istier 
order, called “Stop her,” and the result of the veseel’s progress 
being slackened was, as alleged, that the bowsprit of the schooner 
came in contact with the starboard paddle-box, and swept the de- 
ceased lad into the river, and he perished. Several persons who 
were on board the Sea Swallow said there was room between the 
barge and schooner for the steamer to have passed, and the accideut 
would have been avoided if the schooner had not given a sheer 
It was also stated thst the lads who were with the C«coased sd- 
mtted that the captaiu hsd ordored tiem down from the pacc 
box.

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GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK.

THE ENGLISH AND FRENON GUARDS. 
THE correspondent of the Daily News at Ohalons camp wriies as 
follows :— 

** What I would call attention to as ope of the singolar facts con- 
nected with the Freneh army, is that the Imperial Guard is de- 
cidedly unpopular with the rest of the servioe. I don't mean that 

there exists, as is the csse with us, a certain amount of jeslousy be- 
| tween the line and the Guards. In the English army tbis is easily 
understoo!. The Guards are in England so many exclusive corps, 
to enter which a man must have peculiar and first-rate interest, and 


| also be able to pay immense sums for his commissions Bat once 
in our Guarda, «n officer gets on quickly. Every ensign is a lieu- 
' Í tenant, every lieutenant & capiaio, every captain a lieutenant- 
M | H colonel in the army. Then again the Guards never do any Indian 
"aa or colonial duty, although if any Europeau war is likely to take

place they get ¿usted to the front, the place of honour All thisis, 
of course, enough to oreate joslouey between the line and the 
Gaasrds, and not without good resson. I don’t speak of those 
highly ornamental gentlemen, the Blues and Life Guards, for they 
are really vothing more than a kind of Oourt police in London. By 


although they are undeniably good fightiog men, are accorded 
some privileges which are not all well regarded by the line, who 


is much larger than ours. There ere belonging to it three regi- 
ments of Grenadiers, each regiment oonsisting of three battalions. 
There are an equal numter of Classeurs-a-pied de la Garde. 
Then there is a regiment of Z uaves o! the Gua:d, and a battalion 
of Turoos of the same. Besides which the engineers, horse artillery, 
foot ditto, cuirassiers, Iancers, dragoons, hussars, chasseurs-a cheval, 
and even the military train, are sàoù aud every one represented im 
the Imperial Guard by a regiment. Thas there is & regiment called 
the Horse Artillery of the Guard, another the Zouaves of the Guard, 
and so throughout. The regiment of Guides, whose band was 
over in London some years ago, are in fact the Hussars of the 
Guard. Now amongst all these corps one would imagine that 
there was surely enough to pick from, and that & division so per- 
feot in all its details would have not merely room for all arme of 
the service, but that officers of all arms would try to serve in that 
corps. Bat itis not so. The French officers dislike very muoh 
being in the Guard, end those belonging to it have very great dif- 
fioulty in exchanging out of it. it is not on account of the ex- 
penses attending living in Paris, for the officers of the Guard bave 
an extra allowance to cover this, and moreover are allowed lodg- 
ings or in some oases barrack accommodation gratis, whilst 
serving in the capital. Moreover we all know that every Frenchman 
lives but in Paris, and only exists out of it. I have often heard French 
officers who were really well off in money matters lament the 
fate that forced them to live nearly allthe year round in & country 
town. When I asked them why they did not exchange into the 
Guard, their answer invariably waa, ‘In the line (or the cavalry or 
artillery, ss the case may be) an officer serves la France, but in the 
Guard he serves the ruling dynasty, and we don’t lise to make our- 
selves too zealous on behalf cf the reigning family." This reply, 
too, came from men who will argue by the hour that the present 
Emperor is the best ruler France bas ever had, jast as it did from 
officers who are avowedly Legitimists, others who are Orleaniste, 
and—not a few, I assure you—some who think when the present 
state of things comes to an end, e republic must govern France. it 
is most curious to observe how in many of the line regimente, 
cavalry ss well as infantry, artillery, engineers, and even those 
corps like the Zouaves and Chasseurs d'Afrique, whose whole 
service is in Algeria—there are men of the firat families in 
France, men whose titles date from days far anterior to 
any of our nobility; while in the Imperial Gnard these are 
almost unknown. Ney more, I have heard of more ihan one 
officer who on being promoted from his present rank in the 
line to & superior step in the Guerds, declined to accept the ad- 
vancement. ‘The Imperial Guard is officered altogether by men 
who have nothing but their profession to look to, snd who are 
nearly all from what our newspaper writers would cali tho lower 
strata of the middle class. In ine regiment of the Guides—which, 
as I said before, are the Hussars of tbe Guard, and a crack corps 
—there are & few ‘swella’—men who, having a good deal of 
money st command, like to be in Paris on account of racing, 
theatres, and other amusements incidental to the metropolis. But 
these are not of the old families, nor are they looked upon by the 
rest ot the a as men that will ever shine as soldiers. The Em- 
peror has done his utmost to make tho Guard popular in France. 
He bas institated in every regiment mosses ou the footing of our 
1 English servica, and to some of them he bas presented costly sete 
j of plate, &o. Bnt it is of no use; the mese system is disliked in 
the Frenoh army, and the Imperial Guard is the most unpopular 
te throughout the whole service. Whether some of the more think- 
' ing men amongst the officers look forward to a day when another 
family will rule at the Tuileries is not for me to say; 1 mereiy ra- 

cord the fact as I have observed it amongst all their regiments.”

The marrying of two or 
more sisters is very common; one young Mormon merchant in Salt 
Lake City hes three sisters for his three wives. ‘There are saveral 
osses of inen marrying both mother (widow) and her daughter or 
daughters; taking the "old woman” for tho sake of getting the 
young ones, but having children by all. Please to cypher out for 
yourselves how this mixes things. More disgusting associations are 
known—sven to the marrying of & half-sister by one Mormon. 
Consider, too, how these children of one father and many mothers— 
tho latter often blood relations—are likely to become croseed agaia 
in new marriages, in second or third, if not the first generation, 
under the operation of this polygamous practice ; aud it is safe to 
predict that a few generations of such social practioss will breed 
physical, moral, and mental debasement of the people mos: fright- 
ful to contemplate. Already, indeed, are such indications apparent, 
foreshadowing the sure and terrible realization. 

Brigham Young's wives are numberless; at least no one seems to 
know how many he has; and he bas himself confessed to forg ~ ful- 
ness inthe matter. The probability is, that he has from sixteen to 
twenty genuine or complete wives, and about as many more 
women ‘'sealed” to him for heavenly association and glory. The 
latter are mostly pious old ladies, eager for high seats in tho Mor- 
mon heaven, and knowlug no eurer way to get there than to be 
tacked on to Brigham's angelic procession. Bom» of those “sealed” 
wives of his are the earthly wives of other men; but, lacking faith 
in their husbands’ heavenly glory, seek to make a aure th!ng of it 
for the future by the grace of gracious Brigham. Down east, you 
know, many a husband calculates on stealing into heaven under 
the pious petticoats of his better wife; here the thing is reversed, 
the women go to heaven because their b ds take them along 
The Mormon religion is an excellent tngtitution for maintsining 
masculine authority in the family; eatners of a true 
Mormon is measured, indeed, by the number of wives he can keep 
in sweet and loving, and especially in obedient subjugation. Such

employment, to keep up her establishment and be no charge to her 
husoend. He comes round once in a while to make her a visit, and 
then she sets out an extra table and spends all her accumulated

much seeking, is comely, but common-lcoking, despite the extra 
millinery in which ehe alone of the entire family indalges. The 


| second president and favourite prophet of the church, Heber 


Kimbali who in church and theatre keeps the oold from 
his bare head and the divine afllatas in by throwing & red 
bandsuna handkerobief over it, is even lees fortunate in the beauty 
of his wives; it is rather an imposition upon the word beauty, 
indeed, to suggest i: in their presence. Haudsome women and 
girls, im fact, are scarca among the Mormons of Salt Lako—the 
fewer Gentiles can show more of them Why isthis? Is beauty 
more rosthetio thau aroetic? Or good-looking women b»ing sup- 
posed to have more chances for matrimony than their plainer 
sisters, do they insist upon having the whole of one ma» and leave 
the Mormon husbands to those whoso choice is like ilobson's ? 
The only polygamist icto whose family circle we were freely 
admitted, hed, however, found two very pretty women to 
divide him between them; and I must confess they appeared 
to take their share of him quite resignedly, if not armicably. They 
were English, and of nearly equal years; appeared together in the 
parlour and in publio with their husband, and dressed alike; 
but they had the same quiet, subdued, half-aad air that oharac- 
terized all the Mormon women, young and old, that I ssw in public 
or privato. There is certainly none of that “loudness” about the 
Mormon ladios that an Eastern man cannot help observing in the 
manner of our women generally. And I hardly think the difference 
is to be attributed to the superior refinements and culture of the 
sisters of the Salt Lake Boein; it rather and really is tho sigu and 
mark of their servitude, their debasement 

Brigham Young's younger ohildren, as seen in his school, to 
which we were admitted, look sprightly, aud bright, and hand- 
some; and some of his grown up daughters are comely and olever ; 
bat his older song give no marked sign of-their father's smart- 
ness. The oldest, Brigham, juu, is mainly distinguished for his 
size and strengtü—be weighs (wo or three hundred pouude, and 
is muscular ín proportion. He has now taken one of 
his wives and gone to England; with her on business for the 
Ohurob. The next son, Joün, is a poor and puny-lookiog fel- 
low, with several wives aud an inordinate’ love for whisky. 
Brigham’s dynasty will die with himself 

There is no more love lost between the soldiera and the 
Mormons than betweeu the soldiers and the Indians. The "boys 
in blae " regard both as their natura! enemies, and the enomies of 
order and the Government ; and the feeling is cordially reciprocated 
There is a provost guard of soldiers iu Salt Laks City, but the 
rent of the building which it occupies is aboot expiring, aud 
according to a Mormon way of getting rid of an uncomfortable 
presence, no other isto bə hadin itsplsce. Every building singularly 
happens to be ooocupied or engaged just now; aud the Mormons 
have evidently thus hoped to drive all these standing menaces, end 
scducers of their women, as they and tho soldiers all are, out of 
town and into the camp, two miles dis:&ut. Bat when Mr. Colfex 
suggested to two or threo of the elders thst such & result could 
only be interpreted at Washington as a compact and contrivance 
to embarrass the soldiers and defy the Government, they sesmed to 
be incited to & new and original line of thought; and the probs- 
bility is that the provost guard will be enebled to find rome unoc- 
cupted building that had nat beo octoro thought of. 

There is little or no emigration to the Mormons this season, at 
less; not yet. They have been sending ou: fresh relays of mis- 
sloneries and recruiting agents to England and the continent of 


Enrops, and expect great returns next year. On the Sandwich 
Islands they gaam to have ertahliched a permanent colony, also, to 
: l yany of abont fifty men,

Even 
without the interferenve of Government, they must soon give way 
here, in their peculiar sway and their revolting institutions, before 
tho progress of population and the divorsificstions of civilized in- 
dustry that come along with it. Oar bachelor stage-driver ont of 
Balt Lake, who said he expected to have a revelation soon to take 
one of the extra wives of a Mormon e^int, is a representative of the 
coming man. Lot the Mormons lock ont for them.

THE SALMON FISiERIES IN IRELAND. 
AnrHOUGH we have unfavourable accounts of the potato blight in 
Ireland, and serious sporebeneion of the disease among cattle and 
pigs, tbe rapor:s of the salmon fisheries, on the whole, sre more 
cheering. 

The engraving given on page 220 represents one of the finest 
fishing stations of the sister isle, and fe situated at New Garden, 
io Castleconnel. Fish of fmmense size have been taken in it. The 
following notices will give the eubject additional interest. 

The salmon is so well-known for its quality as an artiole of food, 
as well as for the immense qnsotities in whioh it is tsken, that it 
requires no other olaims to recommend it strongly to our notice, and 
probably in no country of the world, in proportion to its size, are 
the üsheries so extensive, or the value of so much importance as in 
the United Kingdom. The number of fish obtained in the spring 
in a proper state for food is small compared with the quaotity pro- 
ourla the summer advances. Daring the early part of the season 
the salmon appear to ascend only as far as the rivers are ioflaenced 
by the tide, advancing with the flood and retiring with the ebb, if 
their progress be not stopped by any of tho various means employed 
to catoh them. I$ ig observed that the female fish ascend before the 
males; and the young fish of the year, called grilse, till they have 
spé wned once, ascend earlier than those of more mature age. As 
the season advances the salmon ascsnd higher up the river beyond 
the influenca of the tide; they are observed to be getting fall of 
roe, and are more or less out of condition according to thelr forward 
state as breeding fish. They shoot up rapids with the velocity of 
arrows, aud frequently clearing au clevation of eight or tem feet, 
gain the water above, and pursue their course. If they fail ia their 
attempt, it is only to remsiu a short time quletcont, and thus recruit 
their strength to enable them to make new efforts. They often 
kill themselves by the violence of their exertions to asceud, and 
sometimes fall upon the rocks and are captured. The fish having 
at length gained the upper snd shallow pools of the river, the pro- 
process of spawning commences. A pair of fish are seen to make a 
farrow, by working up the gravel with their noses; when the 
furrow is made, the male and female retire to a little distance, one 
on esoh side of the farrow; thoy then throw themselves òn their 
sides, again come together, and rubbing sgsinst each other, both 
shed their spawa into the furrow st the same time; it requires 
from eight to twelve days to lay ali their spawn, and they then 
betske themselyes to the pools to recruit themselves. The adult 
fish baving epswned, are out of condition and unfit for food. With 
the floods of the end of winter and the commencement of spring 
they descend the river from pool to pool, and ultimately gain the 
tea, where they quickly reouver their condition, to asoend again in 
autamn for the same purpose ax before. 

The fry are observed to collect in small pools or mill-dam 
heads preparatory to quitting the river. The descent begins 
in March, and continues through April and part of May. It 
rarely happeng that any salmon fry are observed in the rivers 
late in June. The smelt of yowog salmon is, by the fisher- 
mon of some rivers, called a laspring. The eslmon fry at first 
keep in the slack water by the sides of tbe river; as they become 
stronger they go more towards the mid stream ; and when the water 
is increased by rain they move gradually down the river. On meet- 
ing the tide they remain for two or three ázys in that part where 
the water becomes a little brackish from the mixture of salt water, 
till they are inured to the change, when they go off to sea all at 
onoe. "There their growth appears to be very rapid, and many 
return to the brackish water increased in size iu proportion to the 
time they have been absent. Fry marked in April or early in Mey 
have returned by the end of Jane, weighing from two to three 
pounds and upwards. 

These smali sized fish, when under two pounds weight, are by 
some called salmon-peal; when larger, grilse. These fish of the 
year breed during the winter ; thoy return from the sea with the roe 
enlarged; the ova in a gril: beingiof nearly the same comparative 
eizo as those observed in a salmon, but they mature only a much 
emaller number. 

The growth of the salmon from the state of fry to that of grilse 
has been shown to be very rapid; and the increase in weight 
attained during the second and esch subsequent year is believed to 
be equal, if not to exceed, the weight gained within the firat. The 
increase in size is principally gained during that part of the year in 
which the fish may be said to be almost a constant resident in 
the sea. ‘That the food sought for and ootained to produce 
and sustain £o rapid an increase of size must be very consider- 
able in quantity, as well as most nutritions in quality, cannot 
be doubted.  Thst the ealmon is a voracious feeder may be 
asfely inferred from the degree of perfection in the arrangement 
of the teeth as well as from the well-known habits of the species 
most closely allied to it. From the richness of the food on which 
the trae salmon solely subsie!g arises, at least to a certain extent, the 
excellent qualities of the fish as an article of food. 

The modes by which salmon are taken are ag various, and the 
fisheries are numercus and extensive, as the value and quentity of 
the fish would load us io expect. The first attack made upon the 
salmon is in the summer months, when the fish rove along the coast 
in qnest of the mouths of the different rivers, in which they osst 
tueir spawn. On the expeditions the fish generally awim pretty 
close to the shore, that they may not miss their port; and the 
fishermen, who are well aware of this coasting voyage of the salmon, 
take cure to project their note at sack places as may be most oon- 
venient for intereeptiug them in their pas-age. 

Pursuing their course along tae shore and arrived at an estuary, 
on each side of the mouth, and for miles up on both sides, stake 
ne's (seo cut) are used. The distance between high and low water 
mark on the shore is the site occupied. The shallow extremity of 
the net, which is fixed and supported by stakes, is placed on the 
shore at high-water mark; the deepest part of the net, at low-water 
mark ; the concavity of the sweep of the net between its two ende, 
call-d tho coart, being opposed or open to the flood tide ranning up 
the rivers, the salmon which in the passage up along shore strike 
against any part of the net are conducted by its form to the chambers, 
from whence they can find no retreat.
